2. Claims 1-20 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Jennings reference 
discloses a communication system supporting simultaneous voice and multimedia 
communication in which user is authenticated prior to access messages while Wilson reference 
discloses telecommunication system with personal caller identification capability utilizing 
voiceprint. The prior art of record individually or in combination fails to disclose detecting a 
voice command from the first caller during the telephone call; requesting a certificate 
corresponding to the second user from an authentication server in response to the voice 
command; requesting authentication of the certificate corresponding to the second user from a 
control program associated with the second user; and verifying authentication by comparing the 
authentication certificate corresponding to the second user and received from the control 
program associated with the second user with the certificate received from the authentication 
server in light of other features disclosed in independent claims 1 and 10.
